Only a few days ago the question of 
Polish autonomy was regarded as 
practically settled.

According to one version Count Witte 
has been compelled against his will to 
sanction to-day’s communique as a re- 
sult of the attitude of Germany, and it 
is said that he seeks to disavow the 
communique by the simultaneous pub- 
lication of numberless resolutions sub- 
mitted by the Polish delegates, who, 
owing to the embargo laid upon tele- 
grams, had to bring their resolutions 
personally to St. Petersburg and hand

Witte has finally abandoned his inten- 
tion of granting concessions to the 
Poles under the influence of his Ger- 
man friends. It is pointed out in this 
connection that the Alvensloeben con- 
vention of 1862 and the tacit agree- 
ment recently under which the Czar 
was enabled to denude his western 
frontier of troops for the war with Ja- 
pan alike stipulated that Russia should 
never grant Polish autonomy.

DEFENDS NEW YORK LIFE 


Letter Published at Rio Janeiro 
Starts Comment Abroad. 


SURPRISE AT WASHINGTON 


The Step Regarded as Extraordinary 
and Unauthorized—His Ex- 
planation Is Awaited. 


From The London Times. 
On the morning of Oct. 18 all the Rio 
de Janeiro papers published the follow- 
ing remarkable letter from the American 


| Ambassador, which is well worth textual 


reproduction. In view of the evidence 
given at the insurance inquiry in New 
York, Mr. Thompson’s ‘“ unsolicited” 
testimonial seems to be rather unfortu- 
nate: 
‘American Embassy,

'ty minutes that the bank was open on the 
day of failure are included in the com- 
plaint. It is alleged that $355,000 was 
withdrawn in that time, and that the 
cashier was at his desk at 5 o'clock in 
the morning doing up the money in pack- 
ages.

The sicwerd’s quixotic follies are suf- | 
ficiently «emphasized, but not so much so} 
that one fails to see in him an underiying 
dignity, which might have been a virtue 
but for the monumental conceit with 
which nature has coupled it.
